The human rights committee 


of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln faculty senate is urging 
the senate and the UNL ad- 
ministration to adopt a policy 
which would prohibit under- 
cover surveillance 
of con- 


stitutionally protected activities 
on the campus 


The senate will consider 


Tuesday 
the committee 


recommendation 
to adopt a 


statement of "rules and 
procedures for the conduct of 
surveillance on the campuses" 
oi UNL. 


The statement is the work of a 


human rights subcommittee, 
formed at senate direction in 
March of 1971 after plain-clothed 
policemen had filmed portions 
of a Board of Regents meeting 


The regulations would limit 


police surveillance of campus ac- 
tivities to actual "outbreak of 
suspected criminal activity." 
and they would prohibit any in- 
filtration of campus activities by 
undercover agents or informers 
as well as maintenance of secret 
dossiers relating to individuals' 
exercise of their rights 


Any observation of activities 


which may lead to disruptive ac- 
tions are to be carried out by 
identifiable members of'neutral 
observation teams" appointed 
by the president of the faculty 
senate and the president of the 
student senate. 


The regulations would also 


make it the personal 
respon- 


sibility of the UNL chancellor to 
"direct the initiation of sur- 
veillance activities by the cam- 
pus security and traffic force, to 
supervise such activities and to 
invite outside agencies onto the 
campus to engage in sur- 
veillance " 


That responsibility could be 


delegated to onlv one other of- 
ficer, the UNL director of 
business and finance, and cam- 
pus security officers would be 
prohibited from engaging in 
such activities without permis- 
sion except 
in 
unexpected 


emergency situations 


As matter of faculty senate 


policv. the regulations would 
state 


"The role ol the police in 


preserving order at assemblies, 
meeting, and demonstrations

during the spring thaw 


However, the city's lagoons 


also treat industrial wastes 
which result in the odors

'When police maintain order 


at large public gatherings or 
smaller meetings where disrup- 
tive actions are expected, they 
should not. prior to the outbreak 
of suspected criminal activities, 
engage in surveillance 


The recommendation says it is 


"intended to protect all 
members of the UNL communi- 
ty, including administrators, 
faculty (members) and students, 
in the exercise of their con- 
stitutional rights of free speech 
and assocation, and to govern 
their responses to such ac- 
tivitites." 


But it says the regulations 


would not "govern the investiga- 
tion of acts of a possible criminal 
nature unprotected by con- 
stitutional right of speech or 
association, including crimes 
against persons or property and 
the investigation of drug-related 
offenses ' 


The regulations says that 


while "it is peculiarly within a 
university community that the 
free expression of novel or un- 
popular ideas must be protected 
and encouraged." members of 
the university community are 
outside neither protections nor 
constraints of the law 


The chairman of the human 


rights subcommittee which 
dratted the proposed regulations 
was Gordon B. Fields, a UNL 
law professor.

To Resume 


. . .At Wounded Knee 


WOUNDED KNEE, S D (AP) — The Indian 


takeover of Wounded Knee entered its second 
week Tuesday with more talks but no settlement 


Officials of the Justice and Interior departments 


met with attorneys representing the Indians 
Tuesday night and then said they have given the In- 
dians a final opportunity to make a proposal for a 
settlement of the armed stalemate 


Ralph Enckson of the Justice Department and 


Charles G Soller, an Interior Department official 
met with lawyers for the Indians Soller said the In- 
dians' attorneys had agreed to submit a proposal 
which they would work out with Indian leaders 


Soller said it would be "fair to describe the 


proposal which we expect to receive as the final 
proposal " 


"We've gone as far as we can go we can go no 


further." Enckson told newsmen 


The Wounded Knee Indians want the Interior 


Department to intervene in their tribal dispute 
with Richard Wilson, the elected president of the 
Oglala Sioux Most of the 13,000 members of the 
tribe live on the Pine Ridge Reservation where 
Wounded Knee is located 


Leaders of the American Indian Movement 


some of whose leaders spearheaded the takeover 
also want protection from what they allege will be 
Wilson's strong-arm tactics against persons in- 
volved in the Wounded Knee action 


An 8 p m EST deadline set by the Indian leaders 


to end their cease-fire passed without incident 


Ramon Roubideaux, the Indians' lawyer, said 


after the end of talks Tuesday that, "Nothing has 
changed.' 


Roubideaux said negotiations would resume at 


noon EST Wednesday He said the key issue is 
whether Indians in Wounded Knee can prove to the 
Interior Department that many of the 11,000 
Oglalas living on the Pine Ridge Reservation want 
Wilson ousted. 


Roubideaux said the Indians will try to collect 


what he estimated as 1.100 signatures on petitions 
seeking Wilson's ouster He said the petitions were 
signed and gathered several weeks ago but they are 
now scattered throughout the reservation 


The first two Indians to leave the village under a 


government peace offer walked past federal lines 
Tuesday The youths, Louis Gray. 19. an Osage. and 
Michael Descharme. 18. a Chippewa-Cree. said 
they came out because they "wanted to see what 
was going on " 


They said they were students at the Institute of 


American Indian Art at Santa Fe, N M They said 
they hitchhiked to Wounded Knee and planned to 
hitchhike back to Santa Fe 


They were the first to accept the government 


offer made Sunday night that all Indians could 
depart unarmed without the threat of arrest and 
that no charges would be placed pending grand jury 
action 


Vernon Long, a tribal civil rights leader told

Price Control 
Reimposed On 
Oil Companies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Cost of Livmg Coun- 


cil said Tuesday it has reimposed mandatory price 
regulations for major oil companies "to assure the 
American consumer an adequate supply of oil at 
reasonable prices " 


The order, announced by Cost of Living Council 


director, John Dunlop, marks the first time the 
government has reimposed mandatory controls un- 
der the special rules of the Phase 3 wage-price con- 
trol program 


Oil companies' price increases will be limited to 


a weighted annual average of one per cent above 
the base price for the year beginning Jan 11. 1973 


Increases will be allowed up to 1 5 per cent on a 


weighted annual average basis if thev can be sup- 
ported or )ustified by cost increases An increase 
above 1 5 per cent over the Jan 11 base price is 
subject to profit margin limitations 


Profit margin limitations limit the company to 


its average price or its average profit for the best 
two of the previous four vears of business 


The council said this action affects the 23 oil 


companies which derive more than $250 million in 
annual revenues from the sale of items subiect to 
council rules These firms account for some 95 per 
cent of gross sales in the industry 


The controls apply to all of their oil products in- 


clude the wholesale price of gasoline Thev do not 
apply to the retail price, although controls on the 
wholesale price would tend to hold down the retail 
cost

Three Abortion Bills 
Aired By Committee

Anti-abortion forces met with 


the Legislature Tuesday to come 
up with an abortion law for 
Nebraska consistent with a re- 
cent U S Supreme Court ruling, 
if only to provide a vehicle for a 
second court test 


Admittedly, they agreed they 


would most likely be unhappy 
with am abortion law that does 
meet the Supreme Court's abor- 
tion guidelines. 


Paul O'Hara. director of the 


Nebraska Catholic Conference, 
said, the conference "feels that 
we must explore every legal 
possibility to challenge the opi- 
nion of the U S Supreme Court 
that has struck down all legal 
safeguards for the unborn " 


Three possible solutions to the 


Jan 
22 ruling which left 


Nebraska without an abortion 
law were aired before the 
Legislature's Public Health and 
Welfare Committee attended by 
about 350 people 


\n amended LB286, spon- 


sored b.v Sen. John DeCamp of 
N'ehgh, would set up a series of 
restrictions limiting abortions to 
being performed by a licensed 
physician using accepted 
medical procedures in a licensed 
hospital. Consent of the father 
would be required, and abortion 
techniques known as "saline in- 
jection" and "hysterotomj" 
would be forbidden. 


DeCamp called 
the 
bill 


' completely defensible" in court 
jnd said it would set the stage 
for a second court test of the 
abortion issue 


S H Brauer Jr of Lincoln op- 


posed DoC.imp s bill and urged 
the Legislature to reaffirm its 
support of Nebraska s old law 
limiting abortions to therapeutic 
reasons and to seek ' right to 
life 
amendment to the U S 


Constitution 


All those who have had abor- 


tions performed should be 
prosecuted for murder by the 
state regardless of the Supreme 
Court's ruling, Brauer con- 
tended. 


"Has the educational system 


so dehumanized us that only 
those already born have a right 
to life' Where will our obsession 
with self-gratification lead us." 
Brauer asked 


"We have placed our own con- 


venience above what God 
expects us to do 


The third course of action was 


offered by the Nebraska State 
Medical Association. Their 
amendments to LB286 would 
allow abortions if performed 
within the first three months of 
pregnancy. Between the third 
and seventh month of pregnancy 
abortion would be performed 
only in a licensed hospital by a 
physician using accepted 
medical practices. 


After that, an abortion could 


not be attempted unless it is 
necessary to preserve the 
mother's life 
All abortions 


would have to be reported 
monthly to the State Health 
Department 


Both the DeCamp and the doc- 


tors' versions would include a 
"conscience clause" allowing 
any hospital or doctor to refuse 
to perform abortions 


Dr. Robert Messer, chairman 


of the University of Nebraska 
Medical Center obstretics staft, 
told the committee that abor- 
tions are being performed dailv 
at the center as a result of "a 
tremendous demand for this 
procedure." 


' At the Med Center 
Messer 


said. ' we re in a verv difficult 
situation Some staff members 
are in favor of giving more abor- 
tions at a minimum cost while 
others are completely opposed 
to it 


"Since 
public thinking on 


abortion began to change with 


the liberalized laws m some 
states, there has been a growing 
demand which we have no way 
of handling. 


"I've set strict limitations on" 


the number of abortions per- 
formed.' Messer said 


O'Hara told the committee 


that 17 abortions were per- 
formed Tuesday morning at 
UNMC in Omaha. 


"It may take a long time to get 


a constitutional amendment but 
in the meantime we need restnc- 
tive state laws. ' 0 Kara said 


O'Hara reserved endorsement

been drawn up 


Military sources said the concept apparently 


originated with the senior officers in the North 
Vietnamese prison camps 
who talked about 


following the pattern first established 10 years ago 
by this country's astronauts 


Military officials here acknowledged th.it the 


pilots, far from being surprised by their warm 
welcome in the United States, kn^w while in cap- 
tivity that their return and safety was - as one of- 
ficer put it — a big issue back here in the States ' 


"These people had their feet on the ground 


while in prison." the officer added "They heard 
enough and knew enough." to realize that there 
would be demands for books, speeches and en- 
dorsements 


The only military requirement now being im- 


posed on the returned prisoners, anoither officer 
said is that they meet with the press at least once 
before signing any exclusive writing contracts 


Once these guys have talked, ' the source noted 
"they're on their own "

"This administration wishes 


the problems of our cities were 
over." San Francisco Mayor 
Joseph Alioto told the Senate 
subcommittee on Manpower and 
Employment. "But no amount 


of rhetoric is going to cure the 
reality of people without jobs." 


At the 
White 
House, 


Republican leaders of Congress 
met with President Nixon. Rep. 
Gerald Ford, R-Mich., said the 
main purpose was to pledge the 
support 
of congressional 


Republicans in resisting efforts 


which he said Democrats were 
making to force loose im- 
pounded funos. 


Sen. Hugh Scott. R-Pa., said 


"Expecting Democrats to hold 
down spending is like having an 
alcoholic to be your bartender." 


Humphrey's attack on Nixon 


centered on the cuts in domestic 
spending, particularly impound- 
ment of $6 billion appropriated 
by Congress to fight water pollu-. 
tion. 


"Mr. President, you violated 


the law," Humphrey said in a 
speech to the municipal leaders. 
"You cut that law in half by 
presidential 
edict. I consider 


that a violation of the law, and it 
is."

Author Pearl Buck, 80, Dies 


DANBY. Vt. (AP) - Pearl S. 


Buck, author of "The Good 
Earth" and scores of other 
books on a China she knew 
firsthand, died on Tuesday. The 
Nobel and Pulitzer Prize- 
winning author was 80. 


Miss Buck, who had been in 


failing health since last summer 
because of pleurisy and a gall 
bladder operation, died in her 
Danby home less than a week 
after publication of her 85th 
book. "All Under Heaven." The 
novel is about an American 
diplomat forced to leave Peking 
after the takeover by Mao Tse- 
tung. 


In Washington. President 


Nixon described Miss Buck as "a 
human bridge between the 
civilization of the East and the 
West." He said her writings had 
enabled millions "to see the 
beauty of China and its people at 
a time when direct personal con- 
tact was impossible." 


Miss Buck did not begin 


publishing until 1929, but within 
two years she had won the 
Pulitzer Prize for "The Good 
Earth." the story of a Chinese 
peasant's rise to power. 


In 1938 she became the first 


American woman to win the 
Nobel Prize for Literature on the 
basis of six of her works on 
China. The award made special 
mention of two 1936 biographies 
of her missionary parents — 
"The Exile" and "Fighting 
Angel." 


Pearl S. Buck 


Born Pearl Sydenstricker in 


Hillsboro, W.Va.. on June 26, 
1892. Miss Buck went to China 
with her parents as an infant and 
learned to speak Chinese before 
she spoke English. 


She returned to America and 


Europe for schooling but spent 
most of her first 43 years in 
China, living in various villages. 
She was married to John Lossing 
Buck, an agricultural mis- 
sionary, in 1917. The marriage 
ended in a divorce in 1935 and 
Miss Buck almost immediately 
married her publisher. Richard 
J. Walsh. He died in 1960. 


Miss Buck's writing career 


brought her back to the United 
States virtually full time by 1940 
and she eventually settled in 
Pennsylvania, setting up two 
homes for orphaned children in 


the late 1940s. Saddened by the 
retardation of a daughter by her 
first marriage, she and her se- 
cond husband adopted 
nine 


children. 


Her writing brought her 


wealth, and in 1964 she started 
the Pearl S. Buck Foundation 
with a $1 million contribution. 
Since then the foundation has 
helped more than 2,000 Asian 
children who were fathered and 
abandoned by American ser- 
vicemen. 


Miss Buck continued to turn 


out three books a year late in her 
career, most of them in the sim- 
ple and flowing style she learned 
as a child reading Chinese 
novels. 


She maintained her interest in 


China and said she believed the 
country was ready for leadership 
different from that provided by 
Mao. Her last book underlines 
that theme. 


Last October the Chinese Em- 


bassy in Canada denied her 
request for permission to visit 
Red China, saying her works 
took "an attitude of distortion, 
smear and vilification toward 
the people of China and their 
leadership." 


In accordance 
with Miss 


Buck's wishes, her funeral will 
be private. A spokesman for a 
West Virginia foundation said 
the funeral would be in Bucks 
County, Pa., and Miss Buck's 
secretary said burial probably 
would be in West Virginia.

D-Minn.. that currency 
exchange dealings by U.S. oil 
companies alone could undercut 
the dollar, reaping them a profit 
overseas, and another profit 
through higher prices of im- 
ported oil in the United States. 


Further. Biemiller quoted a 


Frankfurt. Germany, banker as 
saying half the $6 billion trade in 
dollars on that currency 
exchange in recent weeks came 
from U.S. corporate treasurers. 


Biemiller said U.S. firms 


abroad are "putting profits 
ahead of patriotism." 


Several 
U.S. multinationals 


have specifically denied specula- 
tion. At hearings last week a 
General Motors spokesman said, 
"we're a manufacturer, not a 
speculator." 


Biemiller said the U.S. firms 


draw a fine distinction between

operations. 


Biemiller said McDonnell- 


Douglas is selling a complete 
Thor-Delta missile system to 
Japan which, he said will use it 
to compete with the United

So 6-year-old Scott took 
his father for a walk through his new neighborhood recently. 
It was the first time the two had been alone together. 


New York — On payday, more 


than 30 million Americans con- 
tribute part of their wages to 
private pension funds that now 
have assets totaling $150 billion, 
but many never collect a penny 
on retirement, according to a 
study by the Community Service 
Society. 


The society urged Congress to 


act quickly on pension reform 
legislation. 


The study charged that 


whatever regulations did exist 
were "fragmented and ineffec- 
tive," 
resulting in "broken 


promises" to many pensioners 
who discovered too late that 
somehow they did not 
fulfill 


eligibility requirements, or their 
employer had cancelled or failed 
to fund benefits or simply had 
gone out of business. 


The study was prepared by the 


Committee on Aging of the 
Society, a nonprofit, nonsec- 
tarian social work agency active 
in New York since 1848. 


Among the major issues dis- 


cussed in the 57-page report is 
"vesting." or the preservation of 
the pension rights of employes 
who leave their jobs. 


No Longer Due 
A person who is discharged or 


resigns just before retirement 
sometimes finds that the retire- 
ment income on which he has 
been relying simply is no longer 
due him. This is one of the "un- 
fortunate situations" that must 
be corrected the report said. 


Other issues discussed were 


portability (the transfer of 
earned pension credits from one 
job to another), funding, and in- 
forming employes of the status 
of their pensioiTprogram. 


The committee also urged 


Congress to consider legislation 
that would enable individual 
employes to establish their own 
private pension savings plans by 
permitting contributions to the 
plans to be listed as deductions 
on federal income tax returns. 


At present, individual savings 


are not deductible and most in- 
come on savings is taxed. The 
study said an additional tax 
savings mechanism with wide 
applicability is desirable. 


Penalty Tax 
If 
an individual withdraws 


money from his pension savings 
account before the required 
retirement age, 
the study 


suggested that he be required 
not only to pay regular tax rates 
on the account but also a penalty 
tax. 


Private pensions currently 


cover 30 million persons, or half 
of all employes in the private 
sector of the A m e r i c a n 
economy. In addition, close to 
five million persons are drawing 
retirement benefits from private 
pensions. 


Pension f u n d s are ac- 


cumulating rapidly and now 
total $150 billion, making them 
the largest single aggregate of 
unregulated 
capital in the 


United States.

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM O. DOBLER 


It was riot a momentous meeting of the City Council this 


week but it was one of considerable interest. It was one, too. 
that continued to underscore the changing nature of our city 
and the living habits of people. 


Of most immediate and obvious impact was the awaited 


council decision to abandon the scramble system along O vSt. 
This was long awaited simply because it has long been felt by 
man\ people that the system was not working to any advan- 
tage. 


Pedestrians seemed at least as irritated with the system 


as pleased. Where it saved time and was a convenience if you 
hit the lights right when walking, it was a waste of time and 
an irritation when you hit the lights wrong 


For motorists, the system had to be judged a failure as it 


destroyed all synchronization of lights. Going through the 
scramble system, you hit all red lights and it was a serious 
blow to traffic movement in the downtown area. 


Still in the picture is a mall, a development that could 


bring the scramble system back. If you had a mall, of course 
all the considerations that go into your traffic and pedestrian 
movement system are drastically changed. 


We have waxed hot at times and cold at others in regard 


to the mall idea.-It has a lot of appeal but a lot of people push 
it as a substitute for a suburban shopping center. What you 
need to remember is that it would take more than a mall to 
make downtown a shopping center. 


Downtown is not a shopping center and very likely never 


will be. At the same time, a shopping center is not down- 
town. That may sound a little redundant but it is a good 
point to remember. Both downtown and shopping centers 
have their unique characteristics, their assets and liabilities, 
and none can really be expected to succeed by just 
mimicking the other. 


* 
Downtown may be a little less convenient than a shop- 


ping center but it offers a wider variety of goods and ser- 
vices. Convenience includes a lot of things such as traffic, 
etc., but those are the two fundamental differences. 


Physically speaking, downtown is of another 
era; 


although we should remember that the physical nature of 
things is not the only consideration. What a mall might do to 
bridge the gap for downtown from yesterday to today is a 
question that no one could really answer with authority or 
certainty. 


The council last Monday also dealt some with the now 


pressing matter of district representation, an issue the voters 
apparently are destined to decide for Lincoln. Challenged 
was the council's decision to put the matter to a vote under 
threat of forced district representation on the city from the 
Legislature. 


* 
While the council was clearly blackmailed into putting 


the question on the ballot, it can hardly be criticized for that. 
It was a better way to go than to leave the issue in the hands 
of this area's legislative representatives who appeared to 
have the deck stacked in their favor. 


Also taking time at the council meeting were the usual 


array of zoning questions. The multitude and magnitude of 
the land use problems constantly confronting the council 
demonstrate the growth and changing nature of the city and 
its people. 


Different life styles and new approaches to business and 


industry are surely taxing the land use and zoning wisdom of 
city fathers. Our feeling continues to be that Lincoln is not 
tackling this matter on the long-range basis that is needed 
but is simply getting by as best it can from day to day.

Educating The Public 


Lt. Gov. Frank Marsh took the opportunity as 


acting governor the other day to ask introduction of 
a mandatory seat belt bill which provides for a $25 
fine for any Nebraskan caught in violation. 


Encouraging people to wear seat belts by sub- 


jecting them to a fine if they don't makes sense if 
the intent is to cut down on deaths and injuries suf- 
fered in highway accidents. Because seat belts 
protect people. But the only way many people will 
avail themselves of that protection is if they are 
forced into it. 


A group of Nebraskans — including state 


senators and safety officials — who attended a re- 
cent highway safety conference in Colorado last 
month, all agreed that passage of Marsh's bill, 
LB514, which would make wearing seat belts man- 
datory after the first of next year, is doubtful. And 
they predicted it would be very unpopular with the 
public, especially those who have never been in- 
volved in accidents. Of the opinion that such 


legislation would be accepted in the future, but not 
now, the group agreed that further education of the 
public on the importance of wearing seat belts 
would be needed. 


We're not sure that further education of the 


public will reach people who don't want to be 
reached. Many people, perhaps most, would rather 
take a risk than be inconvenienced. The media can 
be saturated with seat belt promotions and they 
will refuse to buckle up. 


The argument that more education is needed 


for the public to accept seat belt legislation, let 
alone seat belts, doesn't hold water in our opinion. 
If lawmakers believe that government has an 
obligation to save people from themselves, they 
ought to really "educate" the public by making 
seat belts mandatory now. If they feel — as most 
people probably do — that it is a matter of in- 
dividual choice whether or not to protect oneself, 
then they should forget about it.

I cannot go any longer 


without making comment on 
what is happening at Wounded 
Knee, Ft. Robinson and at other 
places throughout this country. 


The majority of the people in 


this country seem to look with 
c-jtragc or at the best, distaste at 
what the American Indian in this 
country is trying to tell you by 
his actions at these "confron- 
tations." America's 
memory 


seems to be as short as its bloody 
history. The people of this coun- 
try seem to have forgotten that 
this country was born in and of 
violence and has a long history in 
its short history of violence. As 
an American Indian and a stu- 
dent of history. I perhaps look at 
the history that was shoved 
down my throat in "white" 
oriented schools in a little 
different light than most and 
perhaps because I am an 
American Indian, I do not fully 
understand the double standards 
of the white race or, as my peo- 
ple say, "the forked tongue 
way." When I look at your 
history, I read words that say the 
people of this nation became a 
nation because a mother govern- 
ment would not listen to them 
and they were not given 
representation in that mother 
government so that their 
grievances could be heard and 
their contributions appreciated 
and their differences un- 
derstood. 
I then look at the government 


that my people are confronting 
and the people we are dealing 
with and I can understand why 
your ancestors fought and why 
my ancestors joined you in your 
fight. What I do not understand 
is why in these few years, white 
America has forgotten. Or how 
you can be so very guilty of the 
very things that your founding 
fathers fought against. 


I hear people say that the 


"radicals" and "militants" are a 
minority in a minority who are 
"communists," and 
"trouble- 


makers," that they do not repre 
sent the majority of the Indian 


people. So I go back to your 
history and words looking for a 
solution from your ancestors and 
wise men, and I find that these 
people that you glorify were also 
labeled as "radicals" and 
"militants" and "trouble- 
makers" and that the people 
they represented were not the 
common people but new 
emerging "rich" in America and 
that there were two other classes 
of people in this country; 1) 
those who opposed your foun- 
ding fathers and those who 
didn't take either side until some 
event forced them one way or 
the other. And as I continue to 
read this short history, I am 
shocked and dismayed at the 
constant fighting, warring and 
violence that flow past my eyes 
until I finally begin to unders- 
tand many of the things that my 
brothers, fathers, uncles, and 
elders speak of when they say, 
"The white man understands 
only two things; war and 
money." And the words of my 
own people's wise men begin to 
ring in my eyes and heart. I 
begin to feel the anger, fear and 
frustration and, worse, despair 
of my people and our ancestors. 
In my visions on high lonely 
hills, I hear the Great War Chiefs 
of my people call to me and I 
know that I am a man, but best 
yet, an Indian man and I can 
hear the words of Crazy Horse, 
Chief Joseph, Geronimo and 
Gall. I know what Tecumseh 
meant when he said, "Accursed 
be the race that has seized on 
our country and made women of 
our warriors. Our fathers from 
their tombs reproach us as slaves 
and cowards. I hear them now in 
the wailing winds . . . the spirits 
of the mighty dead complain. 
Their tears drop from the 
wailing skies. Let the white race 
perish. They seize your land, 
they corrupt your women, they 
trample on the ashes of your 
dead! Back whence they corne 
upon a trail of blood, they must 
be driven." 


But as I smoke my long pipe 


and pray for guidance, there are 
other words that flow along its 
holy stem and the wisdom of our 
holy men intermingles with, the 
smoke that I sent to the Great 


Spirit in my prayers. Holy men 
like Smohalla sit with me at my 
pipe and giv^ me counsel and I 
begin to understand the world 
around me and how as an In- 
dian, I am different when he 
tells me, "Men who work (as 
white men do) cannot dream; 
and wisdom comes in dreams."

You ask me to plow the 


ground. Shall I take a knife and 
tear my mother's breast? Then 
when I die, she will not take me 
to her bosom to rest. 


You ask me to dig for stone. 


Shall I dig under her skin for her 
bones? Then when I die, I can- 
not enter her body to be born 
again. 


You ask me to cut grass and 


make hay and'sell it and be rich 
like white men. But how dare I 
cut off my mother's hair9 


But I also hear the words of 


Sitting Bull when he said. "Let 
us put our minds together and 
see what life we will make for 
our children." 


This is where we are. Because 


we are a race of warriors, we are 
proud men but because we are 
men, we are always ready and 
willing to sit down and talk and 
seek the path of peace for our 
people and our children and 
their children. And because your 
history and your current ac- 
tions show us that you are a 
savage people, arrogant in your 
ignorance of this land and its 
people, we must deal with you in 
a way that you will understand. I 
defy anyone to show me any in- 
stance where the American In- 
dian has not dealt justly and fair- 
ly with the white race.

Sec. of State William Rogers understands the 


problem. "We can't have guards for all our 
diplomats everywhere and everyone connected 
with them.

Sen. J. William Fulbright, chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Committee, sensed the 
futility of the situation when he commented that 
"there just doesn't seem to be a good answer." And 
there isn't. 


Rogers has an answer which we find objec- 


tionable on two grounds. 


In declaring that "the death penalty would be 


quite appropriate" 
for the Black September 


terrorists who shot Cleo Noel and Curtis Moore in 
Khartoum, Sudan, and thereby exerting influence 
on the internal affairs of the Sudanese govern- 


ment, the secretary of state likely will be cheered 
by many of his angry fellow Americans. But many 
might think it odd that he is prescribing a remedy 
that has been rendered unconstitutional in his own 
country-. The secretary of state should limit his ad- 
vocacy of revenge to the home audience rather 
than exporting it 


The other point we find objectionable is that 


advocates of the death penalty tend to be selective 
as to its use. They pick out categories of murderers 
to subject to capital punishment and in so doing 
place a higher value on the lives of some victims 
and a lower value on the lives of others. If a state is 
to take lives, we think it should at least be consis- 
tent. 


The central question is not whose life the state 


should take in revenge, but whether it should take a 
life at all

NEW YORK — No wonder 


the administration and so many 
Americans hold Congress in low 
esteem; why should they not, in 
view of such an ill-prepared and 
inconclusive performance as the 
so-called

hearing" conducted this week in 
the Senate on the nomination of 
Patrick Gray to be director of 
the F.B.I.0 " 


"I'm 
100'." for him." said 


Chairperson James 0. Eastland 
of the Judiciary Committee, 
which is not surprising; but why 
should such men as John 
Tunney. Birch Bayh and Edward 
Kennedy be complimenting 
Cray, failing to bore in on this 
unqualified nominee for one of 
the most important positions in 
American life0 


The fact is that in the hearings 


so far, Gray has been getting 
away with testimonial murder. 
Why, for only one example, has 
no senator really followed up the 
fact that in the recently con- 
cluded Watergate trial, the 
testimony clearly showed that 
James McCord Jr., security 
chief of the Committee To Re- 
Elect the President and one of 
the men convicted for breaking 
and entering the Democratic 
National Committee, was 
"plugged in" to the F.B.I.? That 
is the direct testimony of Robert 
Odle, the committee's ad- 
ministrative director. 


What right did a political com- 


mittee have to be "plugged in 
to the F B I ^ Who authorized or 
permitted if What right does 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
'iap 


have to let this matter pass 
without finding out whether 
Gray knew about it (in which 
case the charge of political par- 
tisanship is proven.) Or didn't 
know about it (in which case the 
charge of incompetence takes on 
great weight). 


Some of Gray's answers in the 


smelly area of the Watergate and 
Donald Segretti investigations 
were totally unsatisfactory. He 
never really said, for example, 
whether anyone on the White 
House or Nixon re-election staffs 
had shown Segretti his own 
F.B.I, dossier, as has been 
charged; he merely said that 
John Dean, counsel to the Presi- 
dent, had denied doing so. Gray 
apparently took Dean at his 
word, and the senators apparent- 
ly took Gray at his, which is not 
good enough in either case. 


Then Gray's offer to open the 


Watergate investigation record 
to any senator turned out to be 
an offer to let any senator on the 
Judiciary Committee look at the 
record for a half-hour a day. un- 
der controlled conditions thai 
makt sustained study ail but im- 
possible. If the record itself is 
anything more than a joke, this 
mockerv of candor is not. 


In their polite quizzing 


of Gray about his political cam- 
paigning for Nixon last fall, the 
senators seemed not to grasp 
that it is as unacceptable for this 
nominee to plead that he did not 
mean it that way as it would be if 
he had confessed his par- 
tisanship. 


If the director of the F B.I 


does not understand the im- 


propriety of his traveling about 
the country in government air- 
craft, at taxpayers' expense es- 
timated to be nearly a half- 
m i l l i o n dollars, d u r i n g a 
presidential campaign, in order 
to make speeches that clearly 
supported the policies of the in- 
cumbent president, he is as unfit 
for a n o n - p a r t i s a n law- 
enforcement position as if he 
were on the Republican party 
payroll. It is not merely that the 
director should avoid par- 
tisanship but that he sh9uld 
avoid even the appearance of 
partisanship —- not for any do- 
gooder's reason but for the sake 
of the F.B.I.'s morale, effec- 
tiveness and credibility. 


If the director of the F.B.I, is 


to be suspected of political spon- 
sorship and activities, moreover, 
how is he to restrain his 
thousands of subordinates from 
the same kind of dealings? When 
J. Edgar Hoover took over the 
bureau during the Coolidge ad- 
ministration, he found it corrupt 
and partisan, and he changed all 
that primarily by his own exam- 
ple of incorruptibility and non- 
partisanship. (It was not until 
year, later that his ideological 
views and inflexible character 
began to cause a different kind 
of trouble for the F.B.I.). Not 
even Pat Gray's gift of gab can 
convince anyone that he has 


provided, or can provide, that 
kind of irreplacable personal 
example. 


Besides, it cannot be said too 


often that Gray's personal 
tenure, however short or long, is 
not the primary question. If, as 
seems clear, he is the kino of 
political appointee whom the 
next Democratic president will 
forthwith replace, the disastrous 
politicization of the F.B.I, will 
be completed. 


The directorship of the F.B.I., 


with its immense power to affect 
the life of every American, ought 
not to be shunted about between 
parties like some minor embassy 
or a special assistant's job in the 
White House basement. 


As for the Senate, it has a clear 


responsibility- to reject the 
nomination to such a vita) office 
of a man without great public 
standing, who lacks law- 
enforcement experience, whose 
political background is a matter 
of record, and whose discretion 
and restraint on the job have 
been highly questionable. If the 
Senate cannot or will not meet 
such an elementary responsibili- 
ty as that, it need not complain 
to the pubbc that Nixon does not 
respect its wishes in budgetary 
matters. 
Nobody respects a 


pushover. 
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voters is an enlightened ap- 
proach. It insures proper 
geographic 
representation, 


without disenfranchising the 
majority of the city-wide elec- 
torate. For it seems to me that 
you do not enlarge represen- 


• itive government by shrinking 
the number participating in the 
process. The governor's proposi- 
tion deserves the support of the 
advocates of both district and at- 
large elections as it contains the 
advantages of both methods 
without any serious disadvan- 
tages. 


While this is not a partisan 


issue, the governor's stand is 
consistent with the Democratic 
platform calling for district 
representation. 


If the hard-line advocates of 


both diverse positions would 
think about the electorate of the 
two cities, they would realize 
they could both accomplish their 
goals by adopting Governor 
Kxon's .solution to the problem.

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The Windmill 


Wahoo. Neb. 


In the March 1 Star was an ar- 


ticle about the fast-disappearing 
windmill in our Nebraska-land 
In this article, the possibility of 
setting a windmill on a high hill 
and pumping water from a dis- 
tant pond was mentioned 


The author then made the 


following statement: "As every 
Nebraskan knows, or should 
know, windmills can pump only 
from wells directly beneath 
That's one thing about the tall 
structures which is as true now 
as when they stood, soldier-like, 
all over the prairie." 


As a young man in the early 


20"s. I lived on a ranch in Stanley 
County, South Dakota. Our log 
cabin stood on the edge of one of 
the few draws to be found in the 
country. Water for household 
use was at a premium. Unless 
one was lucky enough to have a 
spring nearby — and springs 
were few and far between — one 
must needs get water from one 
of the dams built for the cattle. 


We were among the lucky few 


to have a spring or a seepage 
well, whichever you choose to 
call it, at the bottom of this 
before-mentioned draw, some 25 
or 30 feet below and 75 to 100 
feet distance. Toting water in 
buckets from this well to the 
house took a better man than I 
am today. At least one and 
sometimes two stops for air was 
a "must," .so an easier way must 
be found. A reservoir was built 
and a windmill nearby and taut 
wires run from the windmill to a 
force pump above the well 
below. The up-and-down action 
of the windmill rod was 
transmitted to the pump below 
by means of these wires, filling 
the reservoir, and a hydrant by 
the back door supplies our water 
needs. Yes, necessity is indeed 
the mother of invention.

Increased Irrigation 
Urged By Zumberge 


If the National Water Com- 


mission's recommendations on 
irrigation become law, it could 
hurt the economic growth of 
agriculture in Nebraska, accor- 
ding to the chancellor of the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


Nebraska, with its large un- 


tapped water supply, has a great 
potential for irrigation develop- 
ment, said Dr. James H. 
Zumberge at the Nebraska 
Water Conference here Tuesday. 
With the ability to perhaps triple 
its irrigated acreage, the state's 


crop productions would climb, 
he predicted. 


But the United States already 


has an excess in food production, 
according to the water commis- • 
sion Therefore, the commission 
recommended in its recent draft- 
report that new starts on federal 
irrigation and flood control 
projects be reduced, Zumberge 
said

Irrigation can put money into 


the hands of a community. But it

according to a man who has 
watched an irrigation project 
change his town 


An irrigation project came to 


the dryland farming and 
ranching area around Ainsworth 
in 1960. Before that time, there 
was seldom enough moisture to 
produce a full crop, Clyde Bur- 
dick, mayor of Ainsworth, told 
those attending the Nebraska 
\\ ater Conference here Tuesday. 


Ranchers shipped their cattle

However, development of irriga- 
tion projects requires careful 
management of water supplies 
to preserve the resource, he 
observed In some areas of the 
state groundwater has been 
withdrawn faster than it can be 
replaced, the speaker said 


In order to manage the water 


supply, the state needs to know 
the assets of its "water bank," 
Zumberge said. Scientists at NU 
are attempting to determine the 
capacities of groundwater 
supplies and the effect of pum- 
ping on supply, he pointed out.

Nebraska Feeders May Be Buying Southern Cattle

Sixty-eight Nebraska livestock 


feeders probably gained more 
weight during the five days they 
spent in three southern states 
looking for cattle than did the 
livestock in their muddy feedlots 
at home. 


The feediot operators talked 


cows, trucking problems and 
marketing methods with order 
buyers, farmers and ranchers 
from Alabama, Georgia and 
Florida. 


»o~ 
•-The travelers asked the price 
at land, cattle and horses and 
\©nted to know about operating 
cjfts in the South. 
-They were impressed by data 
stowing that it costs less than 
£DK) per year to run a cow and 
H?t calf on an acre of land and 
raise the calf to maturity. 


There was general agreement 


that ranching and cattle feeding 
under a tax system such as that 
in Alabama provides advantages 
not available in Nebraska. There 
are no property taxes on either 
cattle or equipment, and 
Alabama real estate taxes are 
very 
low compared to 


Nebraska's. There is no sales tax 
on agricultural equipment. 


The tax system in Alabama is 


designed to encourage expansion 
in agricultural production and 
apparently is succeeding. 
Pasture improvement programs 
requiring an annual investment 
of $40 per acre were evident in 
many areas. 


Most 
of the

Nebraskans indicated that if 
they could get good-quality fresh 
cattle from the south, they 
would like to import them. 


University of Nebraska exten- 


sion livestock specialist Paul 
Guyer whetted the interest of 
southern cattlemen by telling 
them that Nebraska needs to im- 
port 2.5 million feeder cattle 
every year. 


Southern marketing methods 


are much different from those to 
which Nebraska cattlemen are 
accustomed. Most auction barns 
sell cattle one head at a time at a 
rate of 250 head an hour. That 
doesn't give a feeder much time 
to look at an individual animal. 
Some larger operations hold an 
annual sealed-bid sale, and in 
Florida and Georgia, the board 
auction is popular.

A player who relies on 


general principles of dummy 
play, rather than his own in- 
telligence, is barking up the 
wrong tree. Every hand played 
is in one respect or another 
different from every other hand 
one has played before, and to be 
guided by past habit rather than 
the challenge immediately 
before him is clearly a losing 
approach. 


That is why, for example, you 


don't invariably try to drop the 
queen instead of finessing when 
you are missing Q-x-x-x of a 
suit, or ruff your losers in 


dummy rather 
than 
ruff 


dummy's losers in your own 
hand, or do other things you 
would ordinarily do in most 
deals. 


Consider this hand where 


West leads the queen of clubs. 
You might instinctively win 
with the ace in order to attack 
your most promising suit, 
diamonds, by leading the queen 
for a finesse. 


If you did this you would 


likely go down one after East 
took the king and returned a 
club to establish partner's suit. 
If and when you later tried a 
spade finesse, West would take 
the king and cash his clubs to 
dash your hopes. 


The correct method of play is 


to win the club lead in dummy 
and play a low spade to the jack. 
Win or lose, you are sure of nine 
tricks. In the actual case the 
spade finesse loses, but West is 
powerless. 
Whatever 
he 


returns, you tackle diamonds 
and so assure the contract. 


It may seem a violation of a 


basic principle to attack spades 
ahead of diamonds — because 
you are aiming to build up one 
trick rather than three — but 
that is obviously the thing to do 
in a case where playing 
diamonds first jeopardizes the 
contract, while playing spades 
first guarantees it. 


First things always come

Road Damage Higher Than Normal 


Although this has not been the 


most severe winter Nebraska has 
ever known, statewide damage 
to city streets and the state's 
highways is higher than normal, 
a spokesman for the State Roads 
Department said Wednesday. 


Heavy rains in early fall, com- 


bined with intermittent rain and 
snow during the winter months 
and alternating freezing and 
thawing, has placed additional 


stress on the roadway surfaces. 
These freezing and thawing 
cycles, plus high speed traffic 
and heavy loads, have caused 
cracks and "potholes" in many 
road surfaces. 


The Dept. of Roads and the 


cities anticipate a certain 
amount of damage every winter, 
but this winter's damage is 
greater than normal. The 
Department has repair crews out 


daily repairing cracks and 
potholes. 


In addition the department 


has imposed weight restrictions 
on 54 miles of state highways as 
a safety precaution, and to 
minimize the damage. It is also 
using portable scales on some 
state roads to guarantee strict 
compliance with existing weight 
restrictions.

USGA Cracking Down 


The United States Golf Association has announced a 


crackdown on the stuffing of the ballot boxes for its U.S 
Open Qualifying rounds. 


In order to. pay your $40 to enter the Local Qualifying 


rounds for the U.S. Open, a golfer is supposed to have a 
handicap of three or less, a rule which has not been en- 
forced in the past. 


This has resulted in many golfers, not eligible 


because of the three handicap rule, entering the 
qualifying simply to boost the entry list in their area thus 
getting more qualifying spots. 


The USGA now warns that the entrant's handicap 


must be certified by an officer of his club or association 
and any amateur turning in a score that does not come 
within 15 strokes of the course rating will be investigated 
with the result being possible loss of his amateur stan- 
ding. 


In addition, any professional not able to come within 


15 strokes of the course rating will be barred from future 
U.S. Open qualifying rounds, the USGA says. 


One of the qualifying rounds that could be hit 


hardest by the crackdown is the one at the Lincoln Coun- 
try Club where nearly half the field in recent years could 
not meet the USGA standards.

coln and Frank Lewis of Belle- 
vue questioned whether sena-

Omaha School Bill 
Killed In Committee 


Wednesday, March 1, (973 The Lincoln Star

The Legislature's Education 


Committee Tuesday bowed to 
overwhelming weight of public 
opinion and killed the controver- 
sial bill to require only one 
school district within the Omaha 
city limits. 


Omaha Sen. David Stahmer's 


LB3UO died on a 6-0 committee 
vote following almost 
three 


hours of testimony during which 
only Stahmer and one other per- 
son supported the bill. 


The bill would have required 


the consolidation of the Omaha 
Public School District with the 
portions of District 66 and the 
Ralston and Millard districts 
which lie inside the Omaha city 
limits. 


Voting to kill the bill were 


Sens. Steve Fowler of Lincoln, 
James Dickinson of Omaha, 
Jerome Warner of Waverly. 
Otho Kime of Aurora. 


When the approximately, 250 


persons at the hearing were 
asked to show how they felt 
about the bill, all but about 10 
stood in opposition. 


In addition, opponents of 


LB300 presented the committee 
with more than 18.000 signatures 
on petitions opposing the bill. 
Most ot the signatures came 
from 
Ralston. Millard and 


District 66 districts 


"The 
chief issue is equity 


before the law," Stahmer 
argued, contending an 1891 state 
law permits only one district 
within the Omaha city limits 


Children within the Omaha 


district don't have the same 
educational 
opportunities as 


students in the richer districts 
such as 66, Stahmer argued. He 
cited recent federal 
court 


decisions requiring equality of 
educational opportunity for 
students and predicted the 
current mix of districts in 
Omaha could not withstand a 
court test. 


But although opponents of the 


bill agreed there may be some 
problems in the Omaha district, 
they contended LB300 was not a 
vehicle to solve those problems. 


Combining districts "in no 


way assures the poorer schools 
of receiving better education," 
said Sen. Richard Proud of 
Omaha, a residenty of District 
66. 


Representatives of the three 


suburban school districts con- 
tended their districts are now 
providing good educations for 
their students and said LB300 
would disrupt their operation. 


Another District 66 resident, 


former State Sen. P. J. Morgan, 
contended the bill "would be 
detrimental to the good educa- 
tion which now exists." 


Sen. Richard Fellman oif 


Omaha, whose legislative dis- 
trict encompasses both District 
66 and the Omaha Public School 
System, told the committee he 
has received a great amount of 
mail from residents of both dis- 
tricts and all the mail is opposed 
to LB300

EVERYBODY'S MONEY: 
Brenncm Can Influence 
U.S. Economic Outlook

If the new cease-fire agree- 


ment reached in Miami Beach to 
end hostilities

Nixon administration and the 
AFL-CIO is to be significant, 
then Peter J T Brennan, until 
recently hard hat leader of the 
New York qonstruction workers, 
as secretary of labor will be the 
man to watch 


In the event Brennan elects to 


be his own man and not a stooge 
in the Cabinet for his former un- 
ion colleagues, then he can have 
significant impact on the 
economic outlook. 


Obviously, in order to be true 


to himself, Brennan has a 
limited area for movement He 
cannot shrink from his past 
tradition of getting the best 
money wage for workers at 
which goods will move But he 
can play a key role in updating 
some of the outmoded concepts 
of George Meanv. head of the 
union conglomerate The sensi- 
ble goal in collective bargaining 
is a wage rate which will 
preserve jobs — not eliminate 
them 


In recent years, with the im- 


provement 
in technology 


overseas, we are much more 
limited than before in our 
capacity to pay vastly higher 
money wages than our principal 
foreign competitors As a result 
of violation of this principle, we 
threw international balance of 
payments further out of kilter 
and in the last two years for the 
first full calendar year since 1888 
our U.S. exports sank significant- 
ly below our imports. The record 
showed that we priced some of 
our goods, such as some steel, 
electronics and telecommunica- 
tion products, out of the global 
markets
